The government is planning to 
raise the travel tax to S300, raise 
the cost of basic foodstuffs and 
public transport, and impose 
new limitations on the import of 
luxury goods, according to 
Treasury services. It also plans to 
raise fuel prices, freeze govern- 
ment contracts and commit- 
ments, cut the work week in the 
public sector to five days with a 
corresponding cut in salaries, 
and it may amend the existing 
cost-of-living accords. 

Government officials are still di- 
vided over the benefits of a possible 


devaluation of the shekel together 
with a reduction in import levies and 
export subsidies. Finance Minister 
Yitzhak Moda'i and Prime Minister 
Shimon Peres are against such a 
move, and yesterday both denied 
that there were any plans to devalue 
the currency. 

Treasury officials said the wage 
erosion that would follow a devalua- 
tion would be around 25 per cent, 
making such a move unpalatable to 
most decision makers. Nevertheless 
there are officials who believe that 
the public's expectations and be- 
haviour may impel the government 
to devalue against its will. 

According to Treasury sources. 
Moda’i wants first and foremost to 


implement the $1.8 billion budget 
cut approved by the cabinet. Current 
spending levels are exceeding the 
ceilings imposed, and with barely 90 
days of the current fiscal year over, 
the government has been forced to 
use more than half of the budget 
reserve of $450 million to cover fresh 
spending. 

Moda'i yesterday informed the 
Ministerial Economic Committee of 
the intentions to freeze government 
commitments in order to stop over- 
spending until the budget cuts are 
made. He also announced that there 
are plans to impose new levies on the 
imports of luxury consumer goods or 
even to ban them. 

At yesterdays meeting the com- 


mirtee approved a plan to boost 
exports. The plan presented by Eco- 
nomics Minister Gad Ya’acobi envis- 
ages lower taxes for workers in ex- 
port industries. 

According to Treasury sources, if 
the government manages to imple- 
ment the present budget cut, there 
will be an effort to make a further 
slash. Plans for this are now being 
prepared by the Treasury's budgets 
division. 

These sources say that Moda'i is 
likely to present his proposals for a 
rapid improvement of the economv 
at the coming cabinet meering. He 
will propose that a decision on new 
measures be taken swiftly, before

Syria hangs 6 Israel spies’ Pass new taxes or I’ll quit, Peres tellsMKs 


DAMASCUS (AP). - Six men con- 
victed by a Syrian military court of 
spying for Israel were hanged in 
Damascus yesterday and their 
bodies were left dangling on the 
hangman’s rope for several hours. 

The alleged spies were identified 
only by white paper tags pinned to 
their bodies. 

The dead men were hanged in two 
groups of three. One group was 
executed at dawn in Damascus, the 
second in the afternoon in Jedeycjeh, 


15 kins, from the capital. 

The first three to go to the gallows 
were named Tewfik Abbas, Farid 
Darwish and Muhieddin Hourani. 

The next to die were Ghassan 
Abu-Shakra, Ahma d Katmawi and 
Abdullah Bakri. 

The military court found them 
guilty of “passing classified informa- 
tion and jeopardizing the state secur- 
ity to the Israeli enemy.” 

There was no official comment on 
the executions.

Prime Minister Peres yesterday 
threatened to resign unless coalition 
members of the Knesset Finance 
Committee move quickly to approve 
the package of taxes and levies cur- 
rently in the legislative pipeline. 

Peres's threat, during a meeting 
with the coalition MKs, expressed 


cabinet members' impatience with 
the slow pace at which cabinet- 
approved budgetary measures are 
being turned into law. 

Peres was joined at the meeting by 
senior Likud ministers Yitzhak 
Moda'i and Mosbe Nissim, who 
maA» it dear that the prime minis ter 
was speaking in the name of the 
entire national unity government. 


“I will not support any steps that 
lead to printing money or asking for 
further American aid. Americans 
have already aided us in every possi- 
ble way," Peres said. 

Peres 'added that the coalition 
MKs had promised to approve the 
package of II laws and that he saw 
no reason for delay. 

Moda'i told the MKs that every 


day the new taxes are not approved 
the economic situation gets worse. 

The finance minister said that 
budget ceilings and limits on monet- 
ary injections are constantly being 
exceeded. “Do you think the prime 
minister and I enjoy going to the 
Americans to negotiate for more 
money?” he asked. 


Teachers put off strike

A spokeswoman for the union said 
the decision was made in response to 
a request by Navon.

Last night Health Ministry offi- 
cials were still waiting for the union’s 
answer to a request by Minister 
Mordechai Gur "to put off the clo- 
sure. 

According to Gur, talks with the 
Treasury, concerning the possibility 
of filling the most urgent of the 600 
job slots left open by employees 
who have retired or left government 
service, are on the verge of produc- 
ing positive results. 

Chi Monday Gur asked the Treas- 
ury to allow him to pool the 
approved sums for salaries between 
all government hospitals in order to 


hire temporary workers where they 
are most needed. Under such a plan , 
if there are vacant job slots iu one 
hospital but no applicants, the 
money could be used on a month-to- 
month basis to pay temporary work- 
ers in another hospital that has appli- 
cants but no money. 

The Treasury maintained that 
pooling would contravene the 
budget laws. But Health Ministry 
legal advisers said it can be done if 
permission is granted by the Knesset 
Fi n a n ce Committee. 

Health Ministry officials claim 
that the Treasury opposes pooling 
because under present conditions 


money not used for a specific institu- 
tion remains in the Treasury's bands. 

A week ago the ministry did 
obtain a temporary injunction 
against the closure of the emergency 
rooms and the disruption of normal 
hospital service after the workers 
had shut the emergency rooms for 24 
hours. 

Last night the workers and the 
nurses' unions met to discuss the 
health minister's request. But a re- 
port from the meeting indicated that 
while the nurses favoured accepting 
Gut’s request, the administrative 
and housekeeping unions favoured a 
strike.

A team of top Israeli officials flew 
to Cairo last night ro start the talks. 
It is led by Avraham Tamir , director- 
general of the Prime Minister’s 
Office, and David Kimche, director- 
general of the Foreign Ministry, and 
includes the IDFs head of planning, 
Menahem Einan, and legal aides. 

Well-placed sources said yester- 
day that Egypt had recently been 
made aware, through diplomatic 
channels, of elements of Israel's

Udi Adiv, the kibbutznik con- 
victed of espionage for Syria 13 years 
ago, was yesterday released from 
prison on parole and went home “to 
make a family.” 

Judge Binyamin Cohen, the chair- 
man of the parole committee, 
announced Adiv's release yesterday 
afternoon at Ramie Prison. There 
were at least four previous rejections 
of his plea for freedom. 

The General Security Service, 
which had long been the last obstacle 
to the Adiv parole, dropped its 
objections yesterday. 

The parole board ruled that Adiv 
must not get involved in any way in 
political activity, he must keep the 
parole board informed about where 
he is living and be is not to leave the 
country until his prison term is com- 
pleted. 

Adiv had a little more than four 
years to serve, and has been seeking 


parole ever since completing two- 
thirds of the 17-year sentence im- 
posed by the Haifa District Court in 
December 1972. 

His parents and his fiancee, Lea 
Leshem, whom he has sought to 
many behind prison walls for the last 
five years, attended the parole hear- 
ings. 

Within half an hour of the commit- 
tee’s decision, Adiv returned to his 
cell block, packed a small bag, said 
goodbye to friends among both pris- 
oners and warders, and strode 
through the prison corridors into 
freedom. 

At a brief press conference out- 
side the prison, Adiv - his happiness 
evident in both smiles and tears - 
said that be plans to go “home, 
home, home. To rest, to rest, to live 
my life.” 

Wearing a short-sleeved shirt and 
jeans, Adiv said that he is going to 
Gan Shmuel, his kibbutz.

outstanding U.S. military loans to 
Israel from around 12 per cent to five 
percent. 

That amendment will require an 
extra $3.9 billion of U.S. outlay. If 
passed, it will save Israel about $500 
million a year. The amendment 
would be read only after the author- 
ization bill is passed. 

Of more immediate concern to the 
administration, however, was the 
Helms-Hecht amendment which 
could come up as early as this week. 

This amendment would mandate 
that the pending 517m. slated for the 
American private, voluritaiy orga- 
nizations working on the West Bank 
and Gaza be available for Jews as 


well as for Arabs on a percentage 
basis. Thus, if the approximately 
50.000 Jews in the territories make 
up 5 per cent of the overall popula- 
tion of 1 million, then 5 per cent of 
the $27m. would be earmarked for 
Jewish settlements. 

In addition, the Helms-Hecht 
amendment would require that the 
entire sum be first handed over to 
the Israeli Defence Ministry which 
would then transfer the funds to the 
American voluntary organizations. 

In the past, the U.S. has opposed 
any financial assistance to Jewish 
settlers, and has maintained thai all 
U.S. governmental funds be used 
only within the pre-1967 lines. 


U.S. officials fear that passage of 
the amendment would seriously an- 
ger the Arab world and could cripple 
prospects for getting peace negotia- 
tions off the ground. 

Another pending amendment 
would ban all U.S. arms sales to 
Jordan until it formally entered into 
peace talks with Israel. The adminis- 
tration has strongly opposed the 
amendment's language. 

Senate okays $1.5b. aid 

The U.S. Senate yesterday 
approved the $1.5 billion emergency 
aid package to Israel, Kol Yisrael 
reported at midnight.

Israel has undertaken to provide 
30 scholarships for Zairian students 
in 1985. and a further 30 in 1986, 
under a series of cooperation agree- 
ments signed yesterday in Beit 
Hanassi. The scholarships are for 
training programmes supervised by 
the Foreign Ministry's international 
cooperation department. 

In a conversation with Vice Pre- 
mier and Foreign Minister Yitzhak 
Shamir, Zairean President Mobutu 
Sese Seko responded warmly to the 
offer of a medical centre to be built 
in a provincial town in Zaire and 
staffed by Israeli personnel. Shamir 
said the project could be financed by 
U.S. Aid funds. The agreements 
concern aviation, investment and 
technological cooperation. 

Israel officials said the aviation 
accord will “enable the national air- 
lines of the two countries to maintain 
aerial links between them. The 
agreement is a basis for the expand- 
ing ties between the two countries, 
and with the development of econo- 
mic links the establishment of aerial 
links will follow naturally."

State Comptroller Yitzhak Tunik 
yesterday came in for lots of praise at 
the Knesset State Control Commit- 
tee for his annual report, which 
lashed out at government ministries 
he had found lax in the use of their 
authority, wasteful of their resources 
and generally weak in their official 
duties. 

The committee's chairman. Prof. 
David Libai (Alignment), 
announced that he was submitting a 
private member's bill intended to 
“give some teeth" to future state 


comptroller's reports. His bill would 
establish a new type of tribunal, the 
“State Control Court.’’ This court 
would hear charges by the attorney 
general against government ministry 
directors-general. and against senior 
executives of other bodies who fail to 
comply with comptroller recom- 
mendations. 

Committee member Yebosbua 
Matza (Likud) agreed, suggesting 
that the directors-general and execu- 
tives suspected of dereliction of 
duties should be summarily sus- 
pended from their duties the mo- 
ment the comptroller presents his 


findings, and remain suspended until 
the court dears them of guilt. 

Ora Namir (Alignment) express- 
ed pessimism about the chances of 
improving public administration in 
Israel. She said: “In the past, gov- 
ernment ministries and other state- 
affiliated bodies have laughed at 
state comptrollers’ reports and I be- 
lieve things will remain that way in 
the future as weil." 

Dan Tichon (Likud). Jauding 
Tunik's “outstanding work”, com- 
plained that “none of tbe govern- 
ments in Israel so for has taken the 
state comptrollers’ reports seriously 


enough, and that is why we are on 
tbe brink of bankruptcy. 

When Tichon and Libai asked 
Tunik whether he has spoken to 
Attorney-General Yitzhak Zamir 
about possible criminal violations 
uncovered during fads examinations, 
Tunik replied that he had, but re- 
fused to disdose names or cases.

Police Minister Haim Bar-Lev 
yesterday defended the police 
against a scathing State Comptrol- 
ler’s report on false arrests. But he 
announced plans to set up a commit- * 
tee of ministry and police force ex- 
perts to take action on the comptrol- 
ler’s charges that there are tens of 
thousands of false arrests each year. 

Bar-Lev yesterday issued a state- 
ment justifying about 50,000 of some 
100,000 arrests over three years, 
described as unjustified by the com- 


ptroller, and indirectly criticized 
Comptroller Yitzhak Tunik's “re- 
trospective” analysis of arrests. 


According to the minis ter’s state- 
ment, “some 45,000 arrests'’ in- 
cluded by the comptroller in the 
report, were ordered by the courts 
following civil complaints, including 
failure to respond to subpoenas, pay 
court-ordered fines, or pay debts. 


Furthermore, Bar-Lev said, the 
statistics reported by the comptroller 
- who said that indictments are 
brought in fewer than 4 per cent of 


the arrests made -include the arrests 
of suspected persons in the vicinity 
of terror attempts, as well as tbe 
numbers of people arrested during 
demonstrations. 

"Die test of false arrest is in the 
circumstances," the minis ter con- 
tinued. “The fact that it was possible 
in retrospect to have taken steps 
(other than arrest), does not neces- 
sarily mean that at the time, the 
arresting officer took the wrong ac- 
tion.” 

Yesterday’s publication of the 
comptroller’s report on false arrests 


coincided with tbe release of police 
statistics on another aspect of police 
violations of civil rights - police 
brutality. A sharp 20 per cent drop in 
the number of complaints made 
against policemen was reported for 
the first three months of 1985, com- 
pared with the same period last year. 


The drop was attributed to Bar- 
Lev's emphasis on putting an end to 
incidents of police brutality, which 
last year averaged 1.5 complaints a 
day. of whidi some 15 per cent were 
found to be justified.

VIENNA (Reuter). - Soviet Fore- 
ign Minister Andrei Gromyko and 
U.S. Secretary of State George 
Shultz met for more than five hours 
yesterday in their first session since 
they agreed in January to resume 
superpower arms-control talks.

With two-thirds of the votes for 
the Na’amat convention counted by 
last night, the Alignment bad won 71 
percent of the vote to the Likud’s 20 
per cent.

Hospice says closure political

The Committee of Friends of the 
Hospice Hospital in Jerusalem’s Old 
City yesterday reiterated their con- 
tention that the government is clos- 
ing the institution for political 
reasons. 

The Health Ministry says the 
reasons for the planned closure of 
the 50-bed hospital are medical - the 
Hospice lacks recovery rooms, 
monitors, ultra-sound equipment 
and proper blood bank facilities. 

Ismail Tazdz, chairman of the com- 
mittee said that there are organiza- 
tions willing to invest in the upgrad- 
ing of the hospital provided they are 
given assurances that it will not be 
closed. But the Health Ministry, he 
said, does not want the hospice oper- 
ated privately because there is a 
surplus of hospital beds in Jerusalem 
caused by the over-expansion of the 
large Jewish medical centres. He 
said the ministry wants to force East 
Jerusalem Arabs to use the Jewish 
hospitals. 


Dr. Ahmed Muktabi, director of 
the Hospice hospital, recently told 
The Jerusalem Post that the Kuwait 
government is willing to staff the 
hospital with an American-trained 
pediatrician. 

Ministry spokesman, Shmuel 
Elgrabli, said that if the Hospice is 
closed it would be replaced with a 
central infirmary. 

Die committee says that last year 
the Hospice treated 21,400 patients 
in its out-patient clinics. 6,000 in its 
wards, delivered 2.000 babies, and 
performed 1,800 operations. The 
committee claims that since the gov- 
ernment only allocated the Hospice 
$1 million last year, no money will be 
saved by its closure since most resi- 
dents of East Jerusalem do not have 
health insurance and are treated at 
government expense. 

Elgrabli told The Post last night 
that no date has been set for the 
closure since problems like arrang- 
ing health insurance for the residents 
of tbe Old City who use its services 
are yet to be solved.

TEL AVIV. - The impressive gains 
made by Labour in Monday’s His- 
ladrut elections and the Likud’s cor- 
ittppnding dedine are of such prop- 
ortions that they must be regarded as 
indicating a shift in national voting 
itrewfe; Pofitical observers and party 
analysts, however, agreed yesterday 
that the trends in Labour’s favour 
are ! still not quite pronounced 
enough to justify drawing early con- 
clusions about the continued 'exist- 
ence of the national unity govern- 
ment. 

Labour has every reason ro be 
gratified, while the Likud had not 
lost .ground only in the race for 
Histadrut secretary-general. Some 
loss of ground was expected, if only 
because the Likud was fielding an 
unknown candidate. But the Likud 
did worse than its own strategists 
expected, and it also failed badly in 
the contest for the local workers 
roufldls Id the Likud's traditional 
development town strongholds. 

Prior* ro the elections, it was wide- 
y agreed that a return of 70 per cent 
jr over for Labour or of 20 per cent 
}T lower for the Likud would be 
Iramarie enough to encourage 
jaLbour to bring down the national 
mity government and opt for new 
•lections before its rotation agree- 
nenr with the Likud had to be im- 
ilememed. The nearly 67 per cent 


intact, despite Labour gain 


garnered by Labour and the drop to 
about 22 per cent for the Likud 
comes very close to those critical 
marks. 

Thus the consensus in both large 
parties is that while Labour will not 
immediately rusb out to foment a 
crisis that would result in new elec- 
tions, it is quite close to the situation 
where such a move might be worth 
its while. Thus if the national unity 
government continues to be tom by 
frequent rows and ping-pong pole- 
mics, and if a controversy of major- 
enough proportions presents itself, it 
is not impossible for Labour to now 
seriously ponder the possibility of 
ridding itself of the national unity 
burden. 

The fact that Labour was signifi- 
cantly strengthened and the Likud 
correspondingly weakened has not 
added to the general well-being of 
the national unity government nor to 
its life expectancy. The doubt among 
political insiders is now greater than 
ever that the rotation agreement will 
ever be implemented. 

The extent of Labour's gain be- 
comes all the more impressive when 
it is realized that it seems to have 
come directly at the Likud’s ex- 
pense. True. Labour now appeared 
in a joint list with the Independent 
Liberals and Ylgael Hurvitz's Ometz 
which in 198' together accounted for 


some 3 per cent of the Histadrut 
vote. But this time Labour ran with- 
out the Citizens Rights Movement. 
Labour, therefore, is cot seen as 
having made its gains at the expense 
of the small left-fringe parties. 

At the other end of the political 
spectrum, the Likud lost about 2 per 
cent of its support to Tehiya, which 
was making its Histadrut debut. But 
this still does not account for the full 
measure of the Likud’s loss, which 
appears to have been to a lazge 
extent Labour's gain. Tehiya’s 
appearance does not, furthermore, 
explain tbe Likud's failure to win 
massive support in development 
towns, nor the fact that it cad also 
lost those councils it controlled - in 
Mitzpe Ramon and Beit She'an. Tbe 
latter loss is a particularly painful 
slap in the face for Deputy Premier 
David Levy, who comes from that 
town and who started his own career 
as an activist in Histadrut politics 
there. 

The apparent shift in voting trends 
is of such magnitude that it cannot be 
explained away merely by the fact 
that the Likud fielded a weak candi- 
date. Neither is the clear logistical 
advantage Labour has in manpower 
and organization enou gh of an ex- 
planation. since Labour had just that 
edge in previous election campaigns 
as well. 

In addition to these two hand- 


icaps, the Likud could not wage as 
aggressive a battle as it might have 
liked because of its partnership with 
Labour in the national unity govern- 
ment. Accordingly, its voters re- 
mained apathetic and voter turnout 
in traditional Likud strongholds such 
as Jerusalem was extremely low. 

This is causing caution in Labour. 
It is dear that the Likud's full poten- 
tial did not come into play on Mon- 
day. Knesset elections would cer- 
tainly generate greater enthusiasm 
among Likud voters, and those who 
are not Histadrut members would 
also take part. 

Furthermore, the Likud’s opinion 
polls taken early in tbe campaign 
predicted a far more devastating 
loss. Having managed to hold on to 
the critical 20 per cent of support 
despite the fact that David Levy did 
not bear the Likud standard this 
time, it is felt by some in the Likud 
that the beating was not as bad as 
feared. 

Conversely, given Yisrael Kes- 
sar’s tremendous popularity, he 
might have bettered his predecessor 
Yeroham Meshel’s performance 
much more dramatically. Thus the 
conclusion among the more cautious 
groups in Labour is that their party 
has achieved the maximum it can, 
while tbe Likud could still do far 
better in Knesset elections. 


Labour cautious about effect on national politics

Peres is considered to be more cautious than 
aers in tbe Labour Party about its chances of 
mg any better in Knesset elections than it did 
-t July.* After those elections, Labour entered 
o a national unity government with the Likud. 
Labour's Secretary-General Uzi Baram, 


however, said the results have national implica- 
tions. “They show there is a move in Labour's 
favour. This is -not a fundamental electoral shift, 
but the trend is going our way.” he said. Baram 
added that the national unity government cannot 
be broken up now and that the rotation agreement 
with the Likud will be honoured. 

Likud’s Via: Premier and Foreign Minister 
Yitzhak $hamir warned Labour “not to think it 
can win Knesset elections if it brings the national 
unity government down.” Anyone who reads the 
results in this way is making a bad mistake, be said. 
The results show that the Likud has managed to 
hold on to the hard core of its supporters, 
regardless of adverse conditions and can only do 
better in Knesset elections, be said. “The tie 
between the large parties has still not been 
broken.” he added. 

Most other Likud spokesmen tried to make the 
same point. Deputy Premier David Levy, to 
whose Herat faction the Likud candidate, 
Ya'acov Shamai, belongs, took comfort in the fact 


that the “Likud has not gone below the critical 20 
per cent mark in the Histadrut. As long as we have 
that hard core of support, our support on the 
national scene has not eroded. Furthermore, 
Tehiya took votes from us. Therefore, our loss is 
not so great. We paid the price for our mem- 
bership in the national unity government by not 
being able to attack Labour’s Histadrut establish- 
ment as much as we would have liked. The Likud 
proved it is a very hard nut to crack,” he said. 

Levy is considered as having suffered a very 
sezious personal setback by tbe Likud's ha ving lost 
the labour council in Beit She'an, where he lives. 

Tbe loss of the Beit She'an council may even 
affect Levy’s chances in the present jousting for 
position in Herat. It can be used against him that 
he not only saved the Likud from a bad loss in the 
Histadrut, but also did not fail to bong it victories 
in development towns, including even Beit 
She'an. Sources close to Levy point out that 
internal strife split the Likud in Beit She'an.

Bombs placed in the cars of prom- 
inent West Bank members of the 
National Guidance Committee were 
aimed at “wounding, but not kill- 
ing,'' a defendant in the Jewish ter- 
ror underground case told tbe Jeru- 
salem District Court yesterday. 

“I was told that the charges were 
small, and were not big enough to 
kill anyone,” said Yitzhak G anir am. 
one of the 18 defendants in the case. 

Ganiram. charged with conspiring 
to place a bomb in the car of East 
Jerusalem activist Ibrahim Dakkak, 
said that when he arrived at Dak- 
kak 's home ‘toe could not find the 
car, and decided not to cany out the 
action.” 

Three bombs did go off as part of 
that operation, which Ganiram said 
was planned as a reaction to the May 
1980 killing of six Kiryat Arba set- 
tlers outside Beit Hadassah in Heb- 
ron. Former mayors Bassam Shak’a 
of Nablus and Khaxim Khalaf of 
Ramallah (the latter died recently of 
a heart attack), were wounded in the 
attacks, and Border Police sappier 
Suleiman Hirbawi lost his sight when 
he was called to dismantle a bomb in 
the garage of then-mayor Ibrahim 
Tawil of el-Bireh. 

Ganiram said that be had been 
asked if he was willing to do some- 
thing in retaliation immediately after 
the May 1980 Beit Hadassah attack.

TEL A VlV (Itim). - Policemen who 
interrogated and beat us promised us 
we would be released if we did not 
complain of having been beaten, two 
young men told a magistrates court 
here yesterday. 

Dan Haliva, 19, of Holon, and 
Meir Buchbut, 22, of Tel Aviv, were 
arrested this week on suspicion of 
having stolen petrol from a parked 
car. 

They told the court that the police- 
men who arrested them beat them 
during their interrogation, did not 
allow Haliva to see a doctor after his 
beating despite earlier promises, and 
offered them a deal for their release 
in return for silence on the beating. 

Judge Reuven Ziv ordered the 
incident investigated by the district 
investigations officer and the district 
police comptroller. He also ordered 
the suspects to be held for only 48 
hours, and not for four days, as the 
police requested. 

In the police disciplinary court in 
Petah Tikva. two detectives from the 
Dan region were convicted of using 
unnecessary violence against a youth 
in July 1983, and a third policeman 
was charged with using unnecessary 
violence on a 12-year-old boy in the 
same month. 

First Sergeant Major Shalom 
Gottfried was sentenced to six weeks 
suspended, and fined IS50.000. 
Menashe Badani was sentenced to 
three weeks suspended and fined 
IS50.000. (The police inspector 
general must approve the sentences 
before they are carried out.) They 
were convicted of punching and 
kicking Uzi Etri near the TeF Aviv 
fair grounds. 

Policeman Amn on Pin has was 
found to have taken a 12-year-old 
boy into his patrol car barefoot, after 
his parents had complained he was 
creating a disturbance and to have 
punched Him and twisted his arm as 
he questioned him while driving.

The spectres of Gush Emunim, 
Fatah and Shi’ism, joined briefly by 
that of American evangelical 
“Christian Zionists,” hover in Room 
502 of Beit Maiersdorf on the Heb- 
rew University’s Mt. Scopus cam- 
pus, where a three-day international 
colloquium on “Religious Radical- 
ism and Politics in the Middle East” 
is to end this afternoon. 

There was a special flurry of ex- 
citement yesterday when an Amer- 
ican sociologist presented an 
apparently positive ponrait of for- 
mer American Jews now living in 
settlements in Judea, Samaria and 
the Gaza District. 

He was Prof. Haim Waxman of 
Rutgers University, New Jersey. He 
reported finding in a 1983 study of 
100 such olim at close to 40 settle- 
ments, selected at random, that 
American democratic and liberal 
political and social values continue 
to shape their outlook regarding life 
with their Arab neighbours and re- 
garding the desirable political sys- 
tem for Israel in general. 

Those interviewed “by and large 
strongly reject” Knesset Member 
Meir Kafaane and his Kach move- 
ment, do not have a “fundamentalist 
Messianist” view, and overwhel- 


mingly rejected the Jewish terror 
underground on both moral and 
pragmatic grounds, he said. 

Many of the colloquium partici- 
pants seemed unhappy with Wax- 
man's findings, which, he noted, 
“underscore the wide gap between 
conventional wisdom and reality." 

In response to criticism, Waxman. 
who taught at Tel Aviv University in 
1982 and 1983. when he did his 
study, admitted that it was not per- 
fect methodologically, and said he 
had not yet thoroughly analyzed the 
findings, but he stuck by them. 

Perhaps because of geographic 
proximity and ethnic kinship, the 
spectre of Gush Emunim seems to 
have evoked the most excitement 
Monday and yesterday, even though 
it was the subject of only five of 16 
papers delivered so far. One more is 
to be delivered this morning. 

Two critics, both Israeli professor* 

- one an expert on Islam and the 
other on American and Israeli Jew- 
ish sociology - felt that perhaps 
people’s views were coloured both 
bv demonological images and by a 
“iearned style of civility (referring to 
‘moderate* rhetoric heard both 
among certain PLO people and 
among Gush Emunim settlers) that - 
sometimes make the message more 
palatable.”

The Islamic expert also noted the 
discrepancy between the papers deli- 
vered on Arab subjects and those on 
Israeli subjects. “Here.” he said, 
“the Jewish subjects are spoken to in 
person, and are able to give an 
impression concerning their views 
on democracy that differs from the 
press reports about their conduct. 
Whereas F have to base myse/f on 
press reports and other writings. So 
let's not be lulled into complacency 
(about Gush Emunim) by the nice 
way some of them talk." 

There was a general murmur of 
approval when the chairman of that 
session. Hebrew Llniversity Prof. 
Emmanuel Gutraann, said: “Maybe 
this shows that we should have in- 
vited some of them (Gush Emunim 
people) to participate in this confer- 
ence." 

There were also some murmurs of 
wonder when Prof. William Nicholls 
of the University of British Col- 
umbia at Vancouver, and visiting 
professor at the Hebrew University 
spoke approvingly of the American 
evangelical “Christian Zionists." 
and said they should not be confused 
with the “reactionary and often anti- 
Semitic television fundamentalists." 

After one of the Israelis presented 
a paper on Islamic radicalism , one of 
the visitors. Prof. Mongol Bayat. an 
Iranian Moslem who is now a fellow 
of the Woodrow Wilson Centre in 
Washington, D.C. took exception to 
what she thought to be the Israelis 
“monolithic” presentation, and cal- 
led for more attention to the diffe- 
rent nuances. She praised the Heb- 
rew University’s Aviezer Ravitzky's 
portrait of the various trends in 
Israeli religious thought and life, in a 
paper given on Monday. 

Tomorrow afternoon, at a session 
open co the public. Bayat will speak- 
on “Various trends in Iranian reli- 
gious groups”; Waxman will deliver 
his report; and Prof. Daniel Pipes of 
the U.S, Naval War College in 
Rhode Island will speak on “Moslem 
fundamentalist politics." 

The colloquium is sponsored by 
the Truman Research Institute and 
the Leonard Davis Institute of The 
Hebrew University, with the help of 
the American Cultural Centres in 
Israel and the Fred Howard Fund. 


UJA being asked to 
bankroll education

HAIFA. - The government intends 
asking tbe UJA to concentrate its 
money-raising efforts on funding for 
technological education in Israel, in 
addition to that it already provides 
for immigrant absorption.

Tamil terrorists kill 86 
in raid on Buddhist city 


COLOMBO (Reuter). - At least 86 
civilians were killed and 100 wound- 
ed yesterday when Tamil terrorists 
disguised as soldiers staged the 
bloodiest attack of their separatist 
campaign, the government said. 

Official sources said at least 25 
women, six children and five Buddh- 
ist nuns were among those who died 
when the terrorists sprayed bullets 
around the streets of Anurdahapura, 
a sacred Buddhist city and ancient 
Sinhalese capital. 

In the first major intrusion into the 
majority Sinhalese North Central 
Province, the Tamils drove into the 
city in a bus yesterday morning and 
opened fire on a bus queue. 

Police said they then drove to the 
“Sri Mahabodhi,” a sacred tree 
which is visited by hundreds of 
Buddhists every day. and sprayed 
bullets into a crowd of people. 

In a national broadcast, the gov- 
ernment appealed to people to re- 
main calm and not to believe 
rumours. “The main objective of 
this brutal massacre of civilians by 
the terrorists was to provoke people 
Li other parts of the country, ” it said . 

Tamils are fighting to set up a 
separate state in Northern and East- 
ern Provinces for the ethnic group, 
most of whom live there. 

The government clamped a 16- 
hour curfew and said security forces 
had launched a massive combined 
manhunt to capture the terrorists 
“dead or alive.” 

Teams of doctors and nurses and 
emergency medical supplies were 
flown from Colombo to Anuradha- 


pura hospitals. 

A government spokesman said 
that after the massacre at A nuradha- 
pura, the Tamils drove to Puttalam 
on the northwest coast and fired at a 
police station, wounding an officer. 

The shooting spree continued at a 
nearby game sanctuary at WDpattu 
where they shot end wounded some 
civilians, the spokesman said. 

An ura dhap ura, 200 kilometres 
north of Colombo, was declared a 
sacred Buddhist city 30 years ago 
and has a population of 38,000, most 
of them Sinhalese. It was the island's 
capital in the 5th century BCE. 

The “Sri Mababodhi” tree is be- 
lieved by Buddhists to have been 
grown from the branch of a tree at 
Buddhagaya in India under which 
Buddha attained enlightenment 
2,500 years ago. 

Official sources said an organiza- 
tion calling itself the Liberation Ti- 
gers of Tamil Eelam was responsible 
for yesterday’s shootings. The Tigers 
are among about half a dozen terror 
groups operating in the northern 
areas. 

The sources said some of the ter- 
rorists were trained in southern In- 
dia and in Lebanon by an Arab 
group led by George Ha bash. 

Residents of Anuradhapura said 
the death toll in the attack was 
probably more than 100. 

They said the terrorists shouted 
“seventy for seventy” giving the im- 
pression they were retaliating 
against the alleged killing of about 70 
Tamils by security forces in northern 
Jaffna district last week.

Gandhi to visit 
Washington 
despite plot 


ISLAMABAD (AP). - Soviet 
troops killed about 1,000 people and 
burned and looted a dozen villages in 
Afghanistan in attacks aimed at sup- 
porters of Islamic guerrillas, sources 
said yesterday. 

Strong Soviet forces supported by 
tanks and armoured personnel car- 
riers attacked 12 villages whose in- 
habitants were suspected of aiding 
Islamic guerrillas fighting the coun- 
try's Communist government and 
the Soviet forces supporting it. 

Soviet troops surrounded the vil- 
lages and indiscriminately gunned 
down civilians who tried to flee as 
the soldiers and tanks moved in, 
setting fire to houses, looting and 
smashing property, the sources said. 

Western reporters are banned 
from A fghanistan and there is no 
way to confirm independent re- 
ports from inside the country. An 
estimated 115,000 Soviet troops are 
in Afghanistan. 

Guerrilla leaders say Soviet forces 
have been making more attacks re- 
cently on civilians to try to deny 
support to tbe guerrillas. 

In another incident, a Soviet tank 
hit a crowded bus in Kabul and at 
least 30 people and possibly as many 
as 70 were lulled, tbe sources said. 

The sources said that in die tank- 
bos collision Last Friday, die speed- 
ing tank hurtled across an intersec- 
tion. crushed a Soviet and an Afghan 
police officer and s lamm ed broad- 
side into the bus. Tbe bus was jam- 
med with people, with many passen- 


gers hang in g on to the Outside. 

The rarit immediately left the area 
after hitting the bus. 

. In other reports, guerrilla forces 
launched a rocket attack on tbe 
government air base outside the 
southern city of Jalalabad on April 
25. Tbe missiles fell among a group 
of Soviet helicopter crewmen who 
were watching a movie, killing eight 
and wounding 17, the sources said. 

In Islamabad, meanwhile, the 
Soviet ambassador yesterday said 
P akistani troops were involved in an 
Af ghan guerrilla aims-depot explo- 
sion that killed two dozen Soviet and 
Afghan soldiers being held prisoner 
there. 

Vitaly Smirnov delivered a protest 
note to President Mohammad Zia 
ul-Haq on Saturday. 

Afghan and Pakistani sources said 
the captured soldiers seized the arms 
depot in a guerrilla training centre 25 
kilometres south of Peshawar to de- 
mand political asylum in the West. 

Smirnov said the Soviet and 
Afghan prisoners blew op the depot 
rather than surrender to the guerril- 
las.

NEW DELHI (Reuter). - Indian 
Prime Minister Rajiv Ghandi yester- 
day decided to go ahead with visits to 
the Soviet Union. France and the 
U.S. despite demands in parliament 
to cancel the U.S. trip because of a 
Sikh extremist plot to kill him there. 

In Washington, the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation said five 
Sikhs bad been arrested on Monday 
and two more were being sought on 
charges of planning to kill Gandhi 
daring his U.S. visit from June 12 to 
15. 

Officials said the Sikhs also plan- 
ned widespread terror attacks in In- 
dia to overthrow the New Delhi 
government. 

The announcement of the arrest, 
following Sikh bomb attacks over 
the weekend in India which killed 86 
people, caused outrage in both 
houses of the Indian parliament. 


5,000 at funeral in S. Africa 
of black trade union leader 


TSAKANE, South Africa (AP). - 
As police and soldiers patrolled 
nearby, thousands of blacks con- 
ducted an emotional funeral yester- 
day for a black trade union leader 
who died of injuries after being in 
police custody. 

Some 5.000 at the township 
church ceremony for Andries Radit- 
sela, 29 heard his brother-in-law 
Rubin Matshapa declare: “Through 
the blood of Andries, through the 
blood of our comrades, one day we 
shall be free.’’ 

A spokesman at national police 
headquarters in Pretoria, reported 
the deaths of six more black men in 
Kwathema. Tsakane. He said two 
bodies were found in the township 
yesterday and four others died in 
hospital Monday from wounds be- 
lieved received when police fired 
shotguns at crowds looting shops 


Saturday. 

A day of massive protest against 
white minority rule, planned by un- 
ions to coincide with the funeral, 
apparently did not materialize. Lit- 
tle disruption was reported in factor- 
ies and businesses across the coun- 
try. 

Three bombs exploded before 1 
&.m: at police and court offices in 
Brakpan, a white community east of 
Johannesburg and near Tsakane, 
breaking windows and doofs at a 
policemen's quarters and a magis- 
trate’s court offices. No injuries 
were reported. 

In nther incidents yesterday, 
police said they used tear gas to 
scatter students stoning cars in 
Soweto, the township of more than 1 
million people near Johannesburg. 
They said another group of Soweto 
students looted a liquor store.

PHILADELPHIA (AP). - Police 
searched yesterday for armed mem- 
bers of the radical group Move who 
fled after a police helicopter bombed 
their headquarters, causing a fire 
that destroyed up to 60 houses. 

“We have the area surrounded 
and are watching for them." police 
said of the Move members who 
eluded more than 150 officers who 
laid siege to the group's row house 
on Monday. 

The violent confrontation with 
members of the back-to-nature 
group came after police tried to evict 
Move members from their building, 
which was equipped with a steel- 
plated rooftop bunker with gunslots. 

Residents had complained of 
assaults, robberies and a stench at 
the house. Police had obtained war- 
rants for four Move members , charg- 
ing them with harassment, criminal 
conspiracy, possession of explosives, 
disorderly conduct and rioting. 

Police surrounded the Move 
house on Sunday and evacuated ab- 
out 200 homes in the area. On Mon- 
day morning, the group refused to 
leave. 

i The row house remained under 
siege with periodic exchanges of 
gunfire until Monday afternoon 
when a state police helicopter drop- 
ped a bomb on the rooftop bunker, 
setting the bouse afire. 

By the time the fire was bro ugh t 
under control, it had spread to near- 
ly 60 houses, said the local fire 
commissioner. 

“It looks like a war zone," said a 
neighbour. “The neighbourhood 
was here and now it’s gone.”

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FORMER West German chancellor 
Helmut Schmidt has final! v made it 
to Israel. During the last decade, he 
has been scheduled to come here on 
several occasions, but the visit never 
materialized. 

The last time was exactly a year 
ago, when the ex-chancellor, who is 
an accomplished pianist and organ- 
ist, was supposed to have come with 
two other German pianists to record 
some four-piano concertos with 
Leonard Bernstein and the Isiael 
HriJhannonic Orchestra. 

A few months before that. I was 
abie to interview him, mainly on the 
subject of Germany's Middle East 
policy, in the Hamburg offices of the 
newspaper Die Zeit. of whose edito- 
rial board be is an active member. 
"At 66, Schmidt still has a certain 
engaging boyish charm. He seems to 
enjoy a good intellectual duel, and is 
prepared to grapple with any direct 
question posed. As to his reputation 
for arrogance, he openly admits to it, 
and indeed prefaced one reply with: 
"Forgive me for being arrogant, 
but..." 

Schmidt is one West German lead- 
er who, while enjoying the respect 
and even admiration of quite a num- 
ber of individual Israelis, has had a 
rpugh time with Israeli public opin- 
ion as a~whole. 

JtfENACHEM BEGIN's unpre- 
cedented attacks on Schmidt in 19S1 
and again in 1982, when the former 
prime minis ter accused the chancel- 
lor of" Having been an active Nazi, 
were unfortunately taken at face 
v value by many. The incident, besides 
being politically outrageous, was 
also counter-productive from the 
Israeli point of view. It resulted in 
Schmidt's clamraing-up on the 
Israeli issue, and prevented an hon- 
est discussion of those remarks of his 
which had evoked the furore and 
which had angered many Israelis 
besides Begin. 

Surprisingly enough, it was 
Schmidt who raised the matter in our 
conversation, and it was apparent 
that it still agitated him. He express- 
ed his belief that Begin's outburst 
had been nothing more than a cheap 
election ploy (it had occurred one

month before the 3981 election). 

The most unfortunate consequ- 
ence of the Begin/Schmidt clash is 
that it has tended to overshadow the 
fact that Schmidt's record concern- 
ing Israel has really been a positive 
one. Though the bill details of his 
assistance cannot yet be disclosed, 
mention should be made of his part, 
as Federal finance minister, in the 
provision of massive aid to Israel 
during the Yom Kippur War. 

IT HAS CLEARLY been easier for 
Israelis to relate to Willy Brandt 
than to Schmidt. Brandt's wartime 
record: his warm relations with Gol- 
da Meir. Yigal AHon and other 
Israeli leaders; his frequent allusions 
to Germany's special moral obliga- 
tion towards the State of Israel: his 
public gestures which touched our 


hearts, such as going down on his 
knees in front of the monument in 
Ghetto Warsaw - all these made it 
easy for us to accept his criticism of 
us. 

Schmidt, in comparison, has al- 
ways seemed more distant, and even 
if his commitment to Israel - to its 
right to exist within secure borders, 
to Germany’s special relations with 
it - has been at least as strong as 
Brandt's, he has never gone out of 
his way to publicize this . 

On the other hand, the fact that 
Schmidt never established the same 
sort of close relations with any Israeli 
political or intellectual personality as 
he did with both Anwar Sadat and 
Nahum Goldmann prevented his 
having a finger on our pulse. This 
resulted some unfortunate wording 
of ideas which in themselves were 


not as bad as they sounded. 

Among the unpalatable views ex- 
pressed by Schmidt during his chan- 
cellorship was that although he 
accepted the notion of Germany's 
guilt (but not the personal guilt of 
every individual German) for the 
actions of the Third Reich, he did 
not feel that this guilt could or should 
translate into automatic support for 
Israeli policies. 

Another of Schmidt's views that 
many Israeli observers found dis- 
turbing was his emphasis on the 
Germans' responsibility for ensuring 
that the Nazi experience would nev- 
er be repeated, in Germany or any- 
where else in the world, rather than 
on their responsibility vis-a-vis the 
victims of the Third Reich. This in 
itself might not have raised objec- 
tions if Schmidt's name had not been 


associated with the “victims of the 
victims’* theory regarding Ger- 
many's attitude towards the Palesti- 
nians. 

Had Schmidt had an Israeli “ora- 
cle" similar in stature to Sadat or 
Goldmann (could Abba Eban have 
fulfilled the role?) he might have 
formulated these views differently, 
giving more consideration to Israeli 
sensitivities. 

ASKED HOW be would define the 
difference between bis own and 
Brandt's approach, to the Middle 
East and Israel. Schmidt's answer 
was: “Five years.” 

Brandt was born in 1913 and was 
thus an adult when the Nazis came to 
power in 1933. able to pursue an 
independent course which affected 
the rest of his life and bis outlook. 


Schmidt, born in December 1938, 
was a youth at the time and went 
through the same routine as all Ger- 
man youths, including service in the 
forces during World War n. In this 
respect, at least, he is more typically 
German than Brandt. 

One less-routine factor in 
Schmidt's case was his direct in- 
volvement (so he told me) in the 
falsification of his family's papers to 
conceal the existence of a Jewish 
grandmother. Would Schmidt's 
perceptions have been any different 
bad he been forced to survive in the 
Third Reich as a Mischlingel 

When I recently had the oppor- 
tunity to ask Brandt how he sees the 
differences between his own and 
Schmidt's approach to the Middle 
East and Israel. Brandt replied: 
“While I look at the region in human 


tenns, Schmidt looks at it in strategic 
terms." 

THAT OBSERVATION probably 
explains much more than the five 
years. Brandt pointed out that as far 
back as he could remember, Schmidt 
always viewed Israel as an important 
strategic asset of the West's. 

But" an examination of Schmidt's 
public and known private statements 
on Israel and the Middle East from 
1974 to 1982 suggest that after the 
peace treaty between Israel and 
Egypt was signed in 1979. his view of 
Israel as a strategic asset underwent 
a change as a result of the Begin 
government's apparent inflexibility 
on the Palestinian question and the 
territories. In 1980, with the Shah of 
Iran deposed and the Soviets in 
Afghanistan. Schmidt reportedly 
feared that Israel's intransigence 
might actually trigger off a third 
world war. 

It was the same strategic view of 
things that made Schmidt favour the 
sale of arms (though not the Leo IIs) 
to Saudi Arabia in 1981. To him. 
Saudi Arabia seemed, rightly ot 
wrongly, a stabilizing factor in the 
Middle East which should be helped 
to withstand possible encroachment 
by Moslem fundamentalism and 
Soviet influence. But with regard to 
arms sales to Saudi Arabia, econo- 
mics were undoubtedly also a factor 
in his policy. 

As a trained economist, and 
minister of finance at the rime of the 
first oil crisis, Schmidt was always 
more inclined than Brandt to take 
economic considerations into 
account in his foreign policy. 

After the second oil crisis (1979/ 
80) the economic importance of all 
the Arab oil producers to the Feder- 
al Republic increased. It was not just 
a question of oil supplies (the Feder- 
al Republic actually managed to re- 
duce its dependence on Arab oil ) 
and the sale of German industrial 
goods that counted, but the substan- 
tial deposits of Saudi petrodollars in 
the Federal Republic, which helped 
it weather its first major balance-of- 
payments crisis. 

Hopefully. Helmut Schmidt's visit 
will take seine of the sourness out of 
our feelings about each other. 


Community 

leader 

THE MAN who headed the Jewish 
Community Council of Munich for 
t£e past 15 years until his death last 
Dr. Hans Lamm, was a son of 
the city who left before World War II 
broke out and returned to establish. 
4 1958, the Jewish Ner-Tamid pub- 
lishing house. He was nearly 72 
yhen he died. 

.He was a popular and respected 


man in the Jewish community be- 
cause cf his boundless energy, his 
constant readiness to offer a helping 
hand and his unique blend of old- 
fashioned liberalism and a tendency 
to non-conformism. 

The son of an Orthodox Jewish 
family, he studied law and then so- 
cial sciences, and his Ph.D. disserta- 
tion focused on the history and struc- 
ture of Germany's Jewish commun- 
ity. He left Germany before the war 
for the U.S.. where his only brother 
lived, and then returned with the 
U.S. Army, serving inter alia as an 
interpreter at the Nuremberg Trials. 


After he resettled in Munich, he 
became active in the Central Com- 
mittee of Jew's in Germany, the roof 
organization of Jewish community' 
councils, and headed its cultural de- 
partment. From 1960 until his retire- 
ment in 1979. be was a lecturer and 
department head in Munich's muni- 
cipal popular university’, specializing 
in history and philosophy. * 

He took an avid interest in Jewish 
education. He himself had been a 
pupfl of Rabbi Leo Baeck, and later 
served as secretary to Rabbi Abba 
Hillel Silver. Lamm was a Zionist 
who visited Israel several times a 


year and in 1979 was awarded an 
honorary fellowship by the Hebrew 
University at which he established a 
foundation, commemorating his pa- 
rents. which annually distributes 
scholarships to a Jewish and an Arab 
student. Jewish- Arab coexistence 
was one of the subjects closest to his 
heart. 

Lamm was also chairman of the 
Friends of Hebrew University in 
Munich. As a publisher, he edited or 
brought to light a number of books 
(including a voluminous history of 
Munich's Jews), and contributed 
thousands of articles to the German- 


Jewish press and to publications in 
the U.S., Europe and Israel. 

HAIM MASS 

Enthusiastic 

supporter 

BEN SOMMERS, who died in New 
York on April 30, aged 78, was a 
man who loved dance and loved 
Israel. He showed this in frequent 
visits to Israel with his wife Estelle 
and in his enthusiastic support of and 


the pride he took in the Israeli dance 
scene. 

Sommers began his career at the 
age of 14 as the Jewish stock boy of a 
master Italian toe-slipper maker, 
Salvadore Capezio. in New York. In 
time he became president of the firm 
and his business talent made Cape- 
zio famous as '‘shoemaker of the 
stars." To many Sommers himself 
was “Mr. Capezio.” 

He did not stop in his devotion to 
dance and dancers with care for their 
feet. In 1952 he established a yearly 
Capezio Award, which became the 
most coveted prize of choregraphers 
and dancers in the U.S. When he 


retired from the business a few years 
ago, he established the Capezio 
Foundation, through which he 
helped and encouraged young dan- 
cers. He was the originator of Inter- 
national Dance Week and lobbied 
for and achieved the first set of U.S. 
postage stamps on dance. 

Sommers was present at the 35th 
Capezio Award dinner, which was 
attended by 300 people. He died 
suddenly the next day. He was a 
prime force in rhe development of 
the Dance Library of Israel, and the 
library and many dancers in Israel 
mourn him deeply.

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Businessmen expect no drastic government steps

TEL A VP/. - Now that the Histad- 
rut elections are behind us. what will 
the government do in the financial 
and economic field? 

This question was put to several 
leading members of the business 
community yesterday. The almost 
unanimous response was that "the 
government will continue its ‘don't 
rock the boat' approach - whatever 
it does, it will do only in drips and 
dribbles -though now should be the 
time to take bold and drastic steps." 

One businessman did say that the 
government, or at least a few of the 
cabinet members, should do no- 
thing, “especially when it comes to 
opening their mouths and uttering 
irresponsible statements that create 

a feeling of uncertainty at best, and a 
feeling of panic at worse. " 

But the same businessman also 
said the Alignment should press for 
drastic steps. ‘“Although the results 
of the Hi5tadrui elections were not 
startling, they did establish chat two 
new trends had been established: the 
Alignment is on its way up. and the 


Likud is on its way down. The Align- 
ment can go to elections today with 
confidence. Moreover, the govern- 
ment, if its partners stick together, 
can be as efficient in embarking on a 
new economic policy as it was in 
pulling the boys out of Lebanon." 

One of the first steps the govern- 
ment should take is to inform the 
public “morning and night, loud and 
clear" that the SI. 5 billion in 
emergency aid promised by the U-S. 
would not even come into Israel. “It 
will stay in the U.S., and pay off 
outstanding debts. This Sl.Sb. 
should not be allowed to create a 
feeling of relief, a feeling that 
needed steps can be postponed for 
many months/* he said. 

Would one of the “needed steps” 
be a large (no one mentioned a 
massive) devaluation? The answer 
was a flat no. “Without de-linkage, 
any devaluation will only fan infla- 
tion. If we have de-linkage, it will 
mean the end of savings. This in turn 
will hurt economic development and 
growth.*' Moreover, de-linkage 
would help to drive money under- 
ground .

One person polled, however, 
argued that the “underground eco- 
nomy" was not as large and as des- 
tructive as commonly claimed. “It is 
more of a bogey man... allowing the 
government to have a beautiful alibi 
for its shortcomings and failure to 
act," he said. 

But de-linkage and the end of 
savings, he said, would nonetheless 
probably have detrimental effects on 
productivity. Many would not care 
to work hard if they couldn't save, he 
argued, and others would work hard 
but spend their money immediately. 

The major step the government 
should take - “and every economist 
in this country I’ve met. bar none, 
agrees on this” - is to cut the 
“national budget, not just talk about 
cutting it. Even the State Comptrol- 
ler has pointed this out." 

The state budget should be cut in 
several areas, the first being wages to 
workers. “A five-day work week 
with five days' pay should be intro- 
duced. If anything, efficiency in gov- 
ernment offices will increase, not 
decline. And the staff of the civil 
service should be frozen." 

The second area that should be 
trimmed is subsidies. “Let's cut both 
subsidies and income tax. The work- 
ers will have the same amount of 
money in their pockets. Moreover, 
the government won’t have to print 
money; the workers will become 
more productive." 


Moreover, industry could be en- 
couraged by reducing payments to 
the National Insurance Institute, 
“because these payments have be- 
come a tax. They have less and less 
to do with their original purpose." 

Training ( hishtalmut ) funds 
should be abolished, businessmen 
argued. This, they said, would re- 
duce the expenditures of industrial- 
ists. But existing hisfaalmut funds 
should be maintained as part of a 
general "savings scheme atmos- 
phere.” 

“Savings must be enco urged at 
every step. And these savings ibould 
not be allowed to be frittered away 
by a wasteful government with its 
bloated civil service, but ear- 
marked only for economic growth in 
the field of industrial exports." one 
businessman stated. 

But the bottom line, at least for 
several persons polled, was that “the 
government will not really do what it 
should, but continue on its present 
path. It will impose new and higher 
taxes, which will lead to less invest- 
ment in industry, less productivity, 
and to a fatter civij service which 
must collect these taxes.” 

The businessmen also expect an 
intensification of the multi-tier ex- 
change rate system. Those going 
abroad will have to pay higher and 
higher taxes; as will those importing 
luxuiy goods, they said.

a very short time. 

Mordechai Naor, the marketing 
manager of Delta, said the camera 
went on sale in the U.S. only a few 
weeks ago.

TEL AVIV. - Only six times last 
year did the Israel Electric Corpora- 
tion's Ashdod power station expel 
more pollutants into the air than 
permitted by the Ministry of Health, 
compared to 18 times in 1982. 

The Ashdod station has been the 
only one to exceed pollution stan- 
dards ever since measurements 
started in 1982. 

IEC spokesman Avri Raviv told 
The Jerusalem Post yesterday that 
the company wants to reach zero- 
level air pollution. Among the steps 


being taken is the use of more expen- 
sive low sulphur content fuel on days 
when the weatherman warns that 
smoke from power stations will be 
blown inland instead of out to sea. 

Last year, the power stations had 
to use the low sulphur content fuel 
one hundred times for an average of 
nearly seven hours each time. About 
45,000 tons of this fuel was con- 
sumed at a cost of $670,000. 

The IEC is not fined if its power 
stations pollute the atmosphere 
more than permitted, but being a 
public company it has a responsibil- 
ity not to do so. the spokesman said.

Japan agrees to limit steel exports to U.S.

TOKYO (Reuter). - Japan, bowing 
to pressure from Washington, has 
agreed to set voluntary limits to its 
steel exports to the U.S. for the next 
five years. 

Japan is to restrict its steel ship- 
ments to 5.8 per cent of U.S. con- 
sumption in each of the five years 
starting from last October 1. Inter- 
national Trade and Industry Minis- 
try officials said. 


Japan accounted for 6.7 per cent 
of U.S. steel consumption last year, 
making it the biggest foreign sup- 
plier to the U.S. 

Washington has already reached 
similar accords with about 10 other 
countries as part of President 
Reagan's efforts to bead off pressure 
from the U.S. steel industry for 
mandatory import quotas following 
a surge in imports.

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Bank shares inquiry told: 

Treasury steered clear of bourse 1 


Tbe Treasury maintained a long- 
standing and dear policy of not in- 
tcrfenng or even appearing to inter- 
fere in the stock market, former 
capital market commissioner Ben- 
Ami Zuckerman yesterday told the 
Bejski Commission of Inquiry into 
the bank shares collapse . 

Zuckerman. who served in the 
Treasury post from the beginning of 
1977 to mid-1983, said in answer to 
questions that he had noticed the 
bejinwpgs of the regulation of bank 
shares as early as 1977, when the 
banks’ purchases of their own stocks 
a ad issues increased. 

Zuckerman said that in August 

1977 he suggested to the late Simha 
Ehrlich, who had just begun to serve 


as finance minister, to set up a com- 
mittee to examine the relationship 
between the Treasury and the stock 
exchange. Ehrlich rejected the prop- 
osal, Zuckerman said, adding that 
he felt the minister's response was in 
keeping with the Treasury hands-off 
policy toward the exchange. 

This policy, Zuckerman said, 
grew out of fears that any Treasury 
action regarding the stock exchange 
would set off tremors in the market. 

Zuckerman toid the commission 
that in 1981 he decided that the stock 
exchange management, the Secur- 
ities Authority and the Bank of 
Israel had lost control of the shares 
regulation and he had brought the 
matter to the attention of tbe finance 


minister. Tbe ministry director- 
general then set up a team to deal 
with the matter, Zuckerman said - 
but be, who was responsible for the 
capital market, was not included in 
the team. 

In fact, Zuckerman described 
himself as having had limited powers 
and little staff. Asked why he had 
not acted to end the regulation, be 
indicated that he had lacked the 
authority. 

The entire subject of the banks' 
regulation of their shares, Zucker- 
man said, was “tabu" in the Treas- 
ury, and no memos, notes, or re- 
cords were written on the issue. But, 
he said, he had taken some of his 
own notes during discussions of the

subject, and promised to deliver 
photocopies of these notes to the 
commission.

Saudi King Fahd orders $150m. Boeing from U.S.

WASHINGTON. - Saudi King 
Fahd has ordered an S150 million 
Boeing 747 jumbo “flying palace," 
according to yesterday’s Wall Street 
Journal. “The world of kingly air 
travel is about to soar to new 
heights." the newspaper said in a 
front-page report. For “sheer opu- 
lence," it said, the jumbo will "far 
outclass any aircraft in the world 
* today." 

The Journal obtained de tail*; of 
the plane from die U.S. Federal 
Aviation Administration, which has 
been conducting extensive inspec- 
tions of the plane free of charge for 
more than a year. Other details of 
the secret project, it said, came from 
industry and government sources af- 
ter tbe newspaper obtained the FAA 
inspection documents through the 


Freedom of Information Act. 

The documents said the plane 
should be ready for flight tests next 
month. 

According to the newspaper, the 
Saudis have hired a Hollywood set 
designer of science-fiction movies, 
Syd Mead, to dr eam tip the aircraft's 
“Gothic" interior. 

The plane has “costly leather and 
gold-plated hardware' 7 as well as a 
“three-storey elevator, special 
flame-proof chandeliers, a medical 
room equipped with a surgical table 
and a state of tbe art worldwide 
communications system." 

Five other oil-rich customers "are 
lining up for similar planes," accord- 
ing to the report. 

“The main deck includes two 
staterooms with baths (all bath- 
rooms have a bidet), a formal dining 
room and the medical room, 7 ' the

Aussie leader here for Israeli high-tech

He said it was up to Lebanon 
“to sort out its own internal difficul- 
ties," and that the rest of the world 
should give what humanitarian aid it 
can.

Turnover slides by some ISlbillion 


TEL AVIV. - The Histadrut elec- 
tion results had no apparent effect 
on trading on the stock market 
yesterday. 

Trading was more or less in line 
with Monday’s performance, 
although turnover dropped by about 
IS1 billion - but this was mainly 
among bonds. 

Today the cost-of-living index is to 
be published, and this should effect 
trading in bonds, and of course, in 
anything linked to the dollar, such as 
the arrangement shares. Yesterday, 
arrangement shares rose by 0.81 per 
cent: the flight out of the shekel into 
dollar-linked securities is con- 
tinuing. 

Rumours of a devaluation of the 
shekel persist, although economists 
point out that in an economy where 
□early all financial assets are linked - 
either to the index, or to foreign 
currency - devaluation means only 
that everything jumps in price, and 
the value of these assets remains, the 
same. 

For devaluation to be effective, 
the economy has to be de-linked, 
and this would cause havoc with all 
the pension funds, provident funds, 
savings schemes, and the like. 

The annual dollar yield of tbe 
arrangement shares continues to 
fall, as their prices rise. At present, 
according to official figures, the 
yield ranges from a low 8.53 per cent 
for Hapoalim preferred to a high 
12.49 per cent for Mizrahi reg- 
istered. Most of the arrangement 
shares have yields of about 11 per 
cent. 

Although the market rose y ester-

day, the so-called "solid shares" did 
not do too well in most cases. Hass- 
neh fell by 2.5 per cent; Delek lost 
0.1 per cent; Polgat lost 0.7 per cent; 
Elron dropped by 2 per cent; and 
Elbit. Teva and Dead Sea remained 
firm, although there were offers to 
sell. Discount Investment remained 
firm despite demands to buy. 

As a rule . the "solid" shares are an 
indicator of what will happen in the 
next few days. Yesterday, as noted, 
they were a mixed bag. but the 
tendency was slightly downward. 

As for the various sub-categories, 
industrials - especially food and 
tobacco, textiles and electricity and 
electronics - put in bad perform- 
ances, and the falls in these sub- 
categories were enough to bring 
down the index of all industrials by 
0.22 per cent. But the biggest losers 
were the commercial banks not in 
the arrangement, which fell by 0.73 
per cent. 

Petroleum research shares rose by 
an average of 0.48 per cent. Seisrai- 
ca. which has been soaring lately, 
was stable.- Its IS1 share remained 
firm, despite offers to sell and its IS5 
share also remained firm, despite 
offeis to buy. Only its option rose, 
by 1.5 per cent. 

The highest rises in oil shares went 


to Delek IS5 and to Teroil IS1, both 
of which rose by 10 per cent. 

Seismica stated a few days ago that 
It was going ahead with its plans to 
drill in the Sedom area. This com- 
pany (which recently received $30 
million from Cascade oil of Texas) 
plans to driU about a dozen wells in 
the Jordan Valley Rift in the next 
few years.

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Kessar’s Histadrut 

THE KNOCKOUT predicted in some quarters did not mater- 
ialize in Monday's Histadrut elections, but the results, all the 
same, represented victory for one party and defeat for the 
other. 

With the Alignment gaining and the Likud losing some 5 per 
cent the gap between them widened appreciably. True, only 
about half the labour federation membership cast their ballots, 
and no dramatic shift in the trend of national public opinion can 
be deduced from the results. Prime Minister Shimon Peres 
need not read any wider significance into the Histadrut poll. 
Bui Likud attempts to play it down, altogether are merely an 
exercise in public relations. 

Yisrael Kessar, who ran the election campaign as a one-man 
show, received a personal, even if less than overwhelming, vote 
of confidence, while Ya'acov Shamai. the Likud standard- 
bearer. emerged as formless as when he entered the fray. 

In term? of political clout, Kessar can be considered virtually 
No. 2 man in his party, and he has a practically free hand in 
pushing through the Histadrut reforms he has long bad in mind. 

These include limiting the secretary-general's tenure to two 
terms: cutting down on sinecures in Hevrat Ha'Ovdim boards 
of directors; and transforming industrial democracy from a 
slogan into a fact of life within the Histadrut. 

In its relations with the government, the Histadrut under Mr. 
Kessar should be able to combine toughness with flexibility, 
and independence with open-mindedness. Mr. Kessar has 
vowed to resist policies of recovery that place the major burden 
on the country’s working people: Thatcherism, Israel-style, is 
therefore out. But he is also committed to reasonable col- 
laboration for the national good, of the kind already manifested 
in the successive package deals. 

In his previous negotiating effort on the package deals. Mr. 
Kessar was fiercely, if ineffectually, opposed by Mr. Shamai, 
without any remonstrance from Likud cabinet members. The 
Likud line seemed to be that workers are not obliged to care 
about the national interest as articulated by the government. 

The election results suggest that the vast majority of Histad- 
rut members do not fall for such populist posturing. But the 
threat persists that groups of workers may be encouraged to 
resist agreed measures that, though unpleasant, are vital in 
preventing the economy from sliding into the abyss. 

Herein lies a dilemma. The original idea of a national unity 
government was conceived by Yitzhak Shamir, then the Likud 
premier, in the expectation that the Alignment would, as it 
were, “deliver" the Histadrut in a joint effort to rescue Israel 
from the consequences of the Likud's economic failures. Yet 
now that a national unity government has been set up, under 
Shimon Peres. Likud leaders look the other way while their 
man in the Histadrut seeks to outflank the Alignment on the 
left. 

It would be dangerous to assume. that, because it was 
clobbered two days ago, the small Likud faction in the 
Histadrut offers no challenge whatever to Mr. Kessar. Mr. 
Feres should, however delicately, put it to Mr. Shamir that his 
party cannot play both sides of the street - be in a coalition with 
the Alignment in the government, and consistently in opposi- 
tion to the same government in the Histadrut. 


Galling tactic 


THE ACCUSED members of the Jewish terrorist under- 
ground had a ready strategy for their defence at their trial 
before the Jerusalem District Court, which they did not even 
try to conceal. 

They would turn the trial into a political show - by pointing 
the finger at the security authorities, who had, so they would 
charge, done nothing, or not nearly enough, to protect Jewish 
settlers in Judea and Samaria from Arab terrorism, nor to 
deliver the Temple Mount from occupation by alien Moslem 
rulers. This would prove that they had not been just ordinary 
criminals, but had acted in obedience to a higher-law, which was 
binding on the judges as well. 

On Sunday the court undermined the defence strategy by 
informing the accused that it would not hear evidence on the 
security situation in Judea and Samaria - until the time came to 
consider sentences. Mitigating circumstances, in other words, 
could not decide the issue of guilt or innocence. 

in a rage, seven of the defendants promptly dismissed their 
lawyers and withdrew from active participation in the trial. 
This, it may be suggested without violating the sub judice rule, 
was not a surprise. For the defendants believe that their actions 
and purposes are above ordinary law, and that therefore 
normal court procedures should be set aside for their benefit. 

A local pundit wrote yesterday that the court would not have 
similarly muzzled Arab terrorist suspects. No doubt, because 
their defence lawyers would have sternly warned them in 
advance against any such display of gall in a court dispensing 
Israeli justice.

Mubarak summit. If the talks suc- 
ceed in putting together a “package 
deal,” the two leaders will presum- 
ably meet to set their seal to it.

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SHOULD A thaw in relations be- 
tween East and West soon material- 
ize, will Soviet emigration resume, 
and will Soviet Jews elect to settle in 
the U.S. or in Israel? A look at the 
influences at work will shed some 
light on what can be expected. 

People tend to move to certain 
countries not because they will it, 
but because the immigration policies 
of host countries create opportuni- 
ties for their admission. 

The Soviet government has al- 
ways insisted that Jews possess im- 
migration visas for entry to Israel as 
a precondition for their departure 
from the Soviet Union, and Israel 
has issued immigration visas to Jews 
ever since they stated leaving the 
Soviet Union. Under the Law of 
Return, they have the inalienable 
right to come and live here. It could 
therefore be accepted by all stan- 
dards of international law, that 
Soviet Jews who applied for and 
received these immigration visas are 
not stateless, and are in fact, in 
transit to their home in Israel. 

Initially they arrived in vast num- 
bers. There was reason to believe 
that this would continue, and that 
the much-hoped-for mass aliya to 
Israel would become a reality. But as 
time went on, things changed. 

Some Soviet Jews were not happy 
with their new-found home; others 
discovered long-lost relatives in the 
U.S. with whom they wished to be 
reunited. Pressures started to mount 
on American Jewish leaders to help 
these poor unfortunates who had 
been spirited to Israel without hav- 
ing been given any choice, and to 
secure for Jews, still in the Soviet 
Union the choice of a destination 
other than Israel. 

The leaders of American Jewry, 
ever ready to help, however misbe- 
gotten the cause, and heedless of the 
great barm that they might do to the 
State of Israel, went to work on 
admitting Soviet Jews to the U.S. 
under the U.S. refugee programme. 

They brought pressure to bear on 
the U.S. government, and they 
must be credited with having 
brought the Soviet Jews within the 
ambit of the U.S. refugee program- 
me by convincing the Americans 
that their Israeli immigration visas 
notwithstanding, Soviet Jews should 
be considered stateless, since they 
never had the opportunity to excer- 
dse their “freedom of choice.” 

The U.S. Refugee Programme 
was designed specifically for re- 
fugees from the Eastern-bloc coun- 
tries who had managed to escape, 
and who had made their way to a 
country where they could claim- re- 
j fugee status on the basis of a political 
persecution. One of the prime prere- 
I quisites for consideration as a re- 
fugee was for the applicant to 
be stateless. 

A SIGNIFICANT question, which 
has never been property answered, is 
whether Soviet Jews ever did fit the 
criteria originally establisbed.for the 
admission of refugees to the U.S., 
with respect to statelessness, or 
whether they benefited from subtle 
changes in the inteipretation of the 
original criteria. 

The U.S. definition of stateless- 
ness is sufficient to deny refugee 
status to Soviet Jews holding Israeli 
immigration visas. The Law of Re- 


turn, coupled with an Israeli im- 
migration visa, should be more than 
sufficient to bar an applicant’s claim 
to refugee status. To sweep aside the 
Israeli immigration visa as if it were 
of no legal consequence, is an affront 
to the sovereignty of Israel. 

The criteria that normally bar an 
individual from refugee status are 
not applied, and Che fiction is in- 
dulged in that the individual, 
although carrying an Israeli im- 
migration visa, is stateless. 

The individual is offered "free- 
dom of choice,” as if the U.S. were 
in competition with Israel for Soviet 
Jews. All that transpired in the 
Soviet Union is made to appear a 
gigantic hoax perpetrated on the 
Soviet Ltaion and Israel by the 
Soviet Jews. 

“Freedom of choice,” as a lofty 
principle, was never the real issue. In 
reality, "freedom of choice" is in- 
variably limited by the numbers of 
countries that have refugee prog- 
rammes and by how they administer 
them and by the criteria they estab- 
lish. 

An exception to the hallowed 
principle was made in the case of the 
Ethiopian Jews. American Jewish 
leaders were eager to assist in their 
immigration to Israel, and no one

If Soviet Jews reach Vienna and 
then apply for admission to the U.S. 
claiming that they are refugees and 
victims of persecution in the Soviet 
Union, why shouJd Moscow permit 
this calumny?

Why should the Soviet Union go 
along with accepting Israeli im- 
migration visas for those who intend 
to become applicants for the U.S. 
refusee programme? The answer is 
that “Moscow has no such interest, 
and that is why the flow of Soviet 
aliya stopped. 

It would appear that there is a 
need for a measure of honesty be- , 
tween the State of Israel and the 
Soviet Union in the matter of Soviet 
Jewish immigration, and there is 
ample justification for bringing to an 
end the fraudulent use of Israeli 
immigration visas. 

We are now reaping the results of 
a much-abused approach. The 
Soviet Union has seen the emigra- 
tion issue turned against them, and 
used as a political weapon. The ap-

talked of their "freedom of choice. ” 

The U.S. has a refugee program- 
me in Africa, and admits up to 3,000 
African refugees annually, princi- 
pally Ethiopians, who are processed 
in the Sudan. It is noteworthy that 
the Ethiopian Jews did not benefit 
from this programme or from the 
principle of "freedom of choice." 

American Jewish leaders and 
organizations were stricken with an 
acute case of paralysis in fighting for 
the right of Ethiopian Jews to come 
to the U.S. In this instance. Amer- 
ican Jewish leaders were convinced 
that Ethiopian Jews should come to 
Israel, the last hope for the oppres- 
sed. 

If “freedom of choice” can be 
selectively applied, and denied to 
Ethiopians, then this concept does 
not have the strength or force that 
American administration officials 
would have us believe. This is the 
best illustration of recent vintage 
that American Jewish leaders take 
those Jews they want to take, and 
find sufficient reason for ignoring 
the plight of the rest. 

They may maintain that the Ethio- 
pian Jews wanted to come to Israel; 
however it is more correct to say that 
these very same leaders spared no 
effort to make sure that the Ethio- 
pians did not go to the U.S. and thus 
spared themselves the embarrass- 
ment of resettling Ethiopian Jews in 
their own communities.

plicants lied to them, the country 
issuing the visas lied to them, and the 
upshot has been political gains for 
the U.S. in its human rights crusade. 

The Soviets elected to stop the exit 
of Soviet Jews, and politically they 
were right. Tn view of this experi- 
ence. and the probability that things 
would continue along the same lines, 
what possible interest could the 
Soviet Union have in a resumption 
of Jewish emigration? The answer is 
none. 

The blame lies with American 
Jewish leaden who perverted Soviet 
emigration to serve their own aims, 
and those of the American Govern- 
ment. They tweaked the Russian 
nose, until the Russians grew tired of 
the game. 

Israel was the loser, and beyond 
that,- those Russian Jews still in the 
Soviet Union, who cannot get out. 
Now. they do not have to worry 
about excercising "freedom of 
choice.’’ They have no choice. Israel 
should draw the appropriate conclu- 
sions. 

THE BONDS of friendship between 
the U.S. and Israel are strong, and 
this creates a sense of unreality in 
this area of seeming competition for 
Soviet Jews. Surely the U.S. Gov- 
ernment is well aware of the con- 
tinuing need that Israel has for im- 
migration, and certainly the U.S. is 
not in desperate need of more re- 
fugees. Then why has this issue de- 
fied an acceptable solution? Both 
countries have resolved thornier 
issues between them over the years. 

This issue defies resolution be- 
cause American Jewish leaders have 


criteria in a more traditional man- 
ner. 

American Jews, perhaps because 
of a guilt-ridden past associated with 
having done too little, too late dur- 
ing the Holocaust to save their 
brethren, wanted to make certain 
that the plight of Soviet Jews would 
not find them napping. It is a classic 
case of misdirected goodness. In- 
stead of too little, too late, the 
problem is now too much, wrong 
country. 

To be sure, this effort is not 
altogether altruistic: the American 
Jewish organizations involved in this 
programme have been revitalized 
and have benefited over the years 
from bloated budgets, staffs, and 
self-importance. Their desire for 
self-perpetuation is the all- 
important determinant. 

it is curious that the Israeli lead- 
ership has been unable to work out a 
formula with the American Jewish 
leadership on the issue of immigra- 
tion. 

One problem area may well be 
that those same American Jewish 
leaders who are active on behalf of 
Soviet Jewry are also active on be- 
half of Israel Bonds, the UJA, and a 
host of projects economically neces- 
sary to Israel. There must be great 
difficulty in sorting out competing 
interests and then applying the 
necessary pressure on American 
Jewish leaders. It would seem an 
almost impossible task because of 
the concern of alienating them from 
the needs of the state.
